The City of Manassas, Church Street Generation and Dominion/LOMAR Generation are
electrical power generating facilities used for peaking power generation. Both facilities
have requested a reduction in their permitted annual allowable kilowatt hours which limits
the sources’ potential to emit criteria pollutants, to levels below the 1990 Clean Air Act
Amendments’ Title V major source thresholds.

The City of Manassas, Church Street Generation Facility consists of three Detroit diesel
fired generators rated at 1000 kW each, one Caterpillar diesel fired generator rated at 1135
kW and two Caterpillar diesel fired generators rated at 1550 kW each. The City of
Manassas, Dominion/LOMAR Generation Facility consists of four Caterpillar diesel fired
generators rated at 1825 kW each and one Rolls Royce Avon Gas Turbine diesel fired
generator rated at 12,000 kW. This equipment is in place and is operating in
accordance with the State Air Pollution Control Board Regulations.

The DEQ will accept comments until close of business on Monday, September 27, 2004,
following the appearance of this notice in the newspaper. Only those comments received
within this period will be considered. The DEQ will hold a public hearing if response is
significant.
